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New insurance index out 


It’s not unusual to find people 
paying 50 per cent, and some­ 
times even IOO per cent, more 
than they have to for life insur­ 
ance. 
About $208 billion worth of life in­ 
surance coverage was purchased last 
year, but because of the complexity of 
insurance pricing, few people knew 
how to com pare costs or search out the 
best buys. 
But thanks to consumer pressures, a 
new cost comparison index lias been 
developed by the life in su ran ce in­ 
dustry and is slowly coming into use.

Creation of the eighth largest multi- 
banking holding company in Texas 
moved oik* ste p closer last week 
The Federal Reserve System Board 
of Governors granted approval of the 
m erger of Cullen B an k ers Inc. of 
Houston into FrostBank Corp. of San 
Antonio. 
A statutory 30-day waiting period is 
the only rem aining delay in complet­ 
ing the corporate com bination, ac­ 
cording to T. C. Frost Jr., chairman of 
the board of directors of FrostBank 
Corp. 
“ With the consum m ation of the 
merger, Frost Bank’s total assets of 
more than $1 billion will increase by 
one-third, enabling us to place even 
greater resources at the disposal of an 
expanding regional economy.” Frost 
said. 
“ In addition, the m erger will pro­ 
vide us with a meaningful presence in 
Houston and Dallas, a major step in 
reaching statewide stature for the new 


entity,” he said. 
F ive 
T exas 
batiks 
owned 
by 
FrostBank Corp. and two Texas bank 
Cullen Bankers Inc. are involved. 
FrostBank holdings, including Frost 
National, Citizens National. Colonial 
National and Liberty National banks of 
Sun Antonio and Parkdale State Bank 
of Corpus Christi, represent more than 
$1 billion in combined total assets. 
Cullen Bankers Inc. includes Cullen 
Center Bank and Trust of Houston with 
total assets of $246.3 million and Citi­ 
zens National Bank of Dallas with total 
assets of $111.4 million. 
The combined resources will give 
the new Cullen/Frost Bankers a pro 
formal total of nearly $1.4 billion, 
ranking it eighth in size among Texas 
multi-bank holding companies. 
Registered corporate offices of the 
company will be in Houston with daily 
operations handled from the executive 
offices in San Antonio’s Frost Bank 
Tower. 
Frost will be chief executive officer 


of the combined holding company and 
will continue as board chairm an of 
Frost National Bank. 
Other board m em bers will include 
Robert G. Greer, president of Cullen 
Center Bank and Trust of Houston and 
C. Linden Sledge, president of Frost 
National. 
Shareholder approval for the action 
was given in a simultaneous vote of 
stockholders of both firms on Feb. 24. 
1977. 


When the m erger is official, each 
Cullen share will be exchanged for 0.8 
of a share of the new company. Current 
FrostBank shareholders will own HO.6 
per cent of the outstanding stock, with 
Cullen Bankers shareholders owning 
30.4 per cent. 


The two bank holding com panies 
executed their letter of intent to m erge 
in September 1976 and filed a regis­ 
tration statement for review by the 
Securities and exchange Commission 
in December.

national type of center was chosen as 
the object of research. 
The second part, that of finding the 
am ount of trade and in te rest in in­ 
creased business between Mexico and 
the United States, was m ore com pli­ 
cated. 
Out of a sample of 3.500 U.S. firms, 
52 were contacted for detailed inter­ 
views on amount of import/export bu­ 
siness, in te re st in a tr a d e ce n te r, 
where and what form it might take. 
The c o m p a n ie s w ere s p re a d out 
across the country: 34 in the central 
and southern states. 13 in the western 
states and five in the eastern states. 
Most were in m anufacturing or con­ 
struction. although some were in light 
industry, Furino said. 
South of the border, 57 written su r­ 
veys were returned to UTSA in accep­ 
table form out of a sam ple of 585 Mex­ 
ican firms. “ And ll) per cent is consi­ 
dered a very high response from Mex­ 
ico.” the professor said. 
The results were, in part, surprising. 
Preferred sites 


A majority of all firm s surveyed in­ 
dicated preference for either Dallas or 
San Antonio as potential sites for a 
trade center. 
Dallas was selected because of its 
extensive distribution and transporta­ 
tion systems, Furino explained. 
San Antonio was the choice of a large 
number on the basis of its culture and 
its reputation. 
“ The Mexican firms especially were 
very interested in San Antonio,” he 
said. “ They were already familiar with 
what the city could offer because of the 
Mexic an trade fairs held here over the 
past few years. 
“ They see San Antonio as a city 
which can be identified with their pro­ 
duct as opposed to Dallas with its huge 
exhibits already serving industry all 
over the world,” he said. 
Iii general. Mexican companies were 
much m o re e n th u sia stic about the

trade center concept than American 
firms, and for good reason: American 
co m p an ie s a lre a d y have a Mexico 
trade center. 
It is a facility run by the U.S. De­ 
partm ent of C om m erce through the 
U.S. Embassy in Mexico City. The U.S. 
companies surveyed, for the most part, 
were comfortable with dealing through 
that center. A few were strongly op­ 
posed to another outlet for their goods. 
No profit 
A nother s u r p ris in g re su lt of the 
study indicated a U.S.-Mexico trade 
center strictly adhering to trade func­ 
tions probably would not be profitable 
and might require heavy government 
subsidies on the city, state or federal 
level. 
“ Money is not m ade on things like 
rent of sp a ce ,” F u rin o said. “ It is 
m ade out of the ancillary activities. 
They support the center and the center 
gives those things a reason for being.” 
Such things as tourist facilities, res­ 
taurants. hotels, and business support 
act as national attention-getters. This

Hon. While tins ceiling may be more 
than the $2 a pound Brazilians pay for 
coffee in their superm arkets, it is ex­ 
pected to be well below the world price 
level, lie said. 
The plan will require brokers to sell 
at least one third of the coffee they buy 
from growers to domestic roasters at a 
price determined by the government. 
lf that price is below the price brokers 
pay grow ers, the difference will be

The official said a stro n g world 
coffee m ark et is vital for B razil's 
economic well-being.

But above all, he said, willingness 
and determination of a city to have and 
support a national trade center was the 
most important ingredient to success. 
Ile said San Antonio’s recent trade 
missions, its continued support of the 
annual Mexican Trade Fair and those 
projects underway -by the private sec­ 
tor to draw foreign business were all 
good indications of probable city sup­ 
port . 
“ But you really need a broad com­ 
munity effort, a com bination of the 
private and public sectors. I really 
don’t think San Antonio has had the 
opportunity to express that y et,” he 
said.

The result, he may suggest, is the 
true cost of your coverage.

Usually the cash value about equals 
what you paid in, which m akes it ap­ 
pear that y ou’ve had the in su ran ce 
“ free” all those years. 
Often the cash value is even higher 
than the amount you paid in, as if the 
com pany is actually paying you so­ 
mething for the honor of your patron­ 
age. Obviously, som ething is wrong 
with this calculation. 
“ What it leaves out,” says Richard 
H em m ings of the National Assn. of 
In su ran ce C o m m issio n ers, “ is the 
m oney y o u ’re losing by 
buying 
insurance rather than putting that 
prem ium in the bank every y ear to 
earn interest.” 
It s not g rea t sh ak es to g et your 
money back afte r 20 years' when it 
would have increased 300 per cent if 
you’d banked it at 7 per cent interest. 
Last year, NAIC adopted an “ inter­ 
est a d j u s te d ” cost d is c lo s u re rule 
which takes this lost interest into ac­ 
count. 
So far only two states have adopted 
the rule: New Jersey, where interest 
adjusted cost m u st be disclosed on 
every policy sold afte r J u ly I, and 
Iowa, where the effective date is Jan. 
I, 1978. 
But a su rv ey now being done by 
Hemmings suggests that several other 
states are preparing to act. 
Surrender cost 
Under the rules, you must be given 
two cost num bers per $1,000 of cover­ 
age: First, a “ surrender cost index,” 
which shows the cost of a policy if you 
cash it in after IO or 20 years and your 
survivors get the death benefit rather 
than the cash value. The second cost is 
much higher than the first. 
D ividends a re shown s e p a ra te ly , 
since they’re not guaranteed. 
Also, this gives a fairer shake to 
companies that charge less for policies 
arid d o n ’t pay div id en d s. NAIG r e ­ 
quires the distribution of a B uyer’s 
Guide, which explains how' the indexes 
work. 
According to NAIC, five states have 
rules req u irin g som e form of in te r­ 
est-adjusted cost disclosure that pre­ 
dated the NAIC rule. They are Wis­ 
consin, Pennsylvania, Arkansas, Tex­ 
as and West Virginia. 
In New York, California, and Ore­ 
gon, interest adjusted cost m u st be 
given only in certain limited circum ­ 
stances. 
A drawback to the NAIC rule is that 
you may not be given the interest ad­ 
justed cost until the life insurance po­ 
licy is actually delivered. T h a t’s too 
late for making cost comparisons. 
By contrast, Pennsylvania requires 
the cost to be disclosed no later than 
the tim e you apply for coverage. 
At least two insurance companies — 
Travelers Life and Prudential Life — 
will automatically supply interest ad­ 
justed cost in all states. Allstate has 
been doing so for four years. 
Agents for m ost other co m p an ies 
can, however, supply these costs if you 
ask for them . By all m e a n s do so. 
Taking the tim e to find a low-cost 
company can save thousands of dollars 
over the life of your insurance policy.
